An investigation of the floor of the 
vault showed that an inch thickness 
of concrete was Chipped off over a 
section about two feet square. Evi- 
dently the cracksmen were disturbed 
soon after they began operations by 
an unsuspecting night watchman walk- 
ing about. The floor is twelve. inches 
thick, and the officers at work on the 
case estimated that the borers could 
have gone through with another night's 
work. j 

LARGE AMOUNT ON HAND. 
After finding that the cracksmen had 
‘been able, to * at the vault floor un- 
discovered, yesterday the officials of 
the company decided to remove the 
funds to an uptown bank. According 
to statements by police officials who 
are well informed, the company ha 


and this great amount may have been 
there at Chay: time of the attempted 
robbery. 

Yesterday was pay day, and $14,000 
was disbureed. This alone would have 
been quite a haul. The reason the com- 
pany has had so much money on hand 
at night is that the offices are located 
a long distance from the nearest bank, 
and most of the collections are turned 
in during the afternoon.

They annexed 
the tools left by the Kale repairers, 
and posted a lookout near the opening 
under the porch, where he could keep 
a sharp eye on every one who ap- 
proached the building from the front. 
The place where this lookout sat and 
dug his feet into the mud could be 
plainly distinguished yesterday. 

Another lookout was posted in a shed 
in the rear of the offices, where he could 
‘command a view of all approaches 
from the rear. From the evidences 
‘left behind, this man chewed tobacco 
and was nervous, for he walked round 
and round in the shed, leaving tracks 
in the soft earth, and expectoruted at' 
nearly every turn. 


DOING THE WORK. 
| Under the vault the real cracksman, 
lwith cold chisel and lead-capped ham- 


mer, had propped himself against a 
plank, and was busy gouging at the 
floor. He had placed another plank 


where it would deaden the fall of ce- 
„ment chips. He had made a good 
start when something happened which 
caused the gang to abandon the place 
so hastily that they did not return the 
scale repairers’ tools. 

Just what happened is not known, 
but the theory of one of the police de- 
tectives who worked on the case yes- 
ter day, is that they saw the night 
watchman on his rounds and concluded 
he had detected them.

VOTE ON CHARTER AMENDMENTS 
IN TWO WEEKS.

Fearing Mix-up on Alternative 
Propositions the City Clerk le Mall- 
ing Special Instructions and Sample 
Ballet to All the Registered Voters 
in Lee Angeles. 


Thirty clerks are working under the 
Girection of Deputy City Clerk Wilde 
om the preliminaries of the charter 
amendment election, which is to be 
held two weeks from next Tuesday. 
As this election is to be held in strict 
conformity with the general election 
law it will furnish a sharp contrast 
to the farcical election heid last week 
by the school management, when 
bonds for $720,000 were voted in wide- 
open balloting places, where anybody 
from anywhere could be on an equa! 
footing with qualified electors. With 
the fon of this bowed election 
fresh in their minds, the voters will 
have a chance to determine just how 
far the school management fell from 
decency to gain their end. 

The charter amendment election wil! 
cost the city about $9000, according to 
Mr. Wiide's computation. It would 
cost an enormous amount if the 189 
precincts in the city limits had not 
been reduced by consolidation to 69. 
The same consolidated precincts and 
the same voting places used at the 
school bond election will be used. This 
will furnish yet another basis of com- 


parisons 

The force of clerks is now sending 
by mall to each of the 65,000 registered 
voters fh the city a copy of the elec- 
tien instructions, the full text of the 
amendments and a sample baliot. 
There are thirty-one separate amend- 
ments to be voted on and some of 
them are alternative propositions so 
that, unless there is discrimination, 
voters may cast affirmative votes for 
conflicting amendments. 

A large number are salary increase 
amendments. Because of the number 
of amendments the ballot is large, and 
mech of it is taken up by instructions 
as to how to vote a straight and 
scratched ticket though no such ticket 
is or possibly could be on the ballot. 

The sixth paragraph of the instruc- 
tions and those following it are alone 
applieable to the present election, but 
the attorneys required all the rest in- 
sérted because the statute requires it. 

Five hundred and fifty-two election 
officers will be required and the pay 
roll win amount to $2760.

332,784. We are spinning nearly half our product 
in the country. We imported last year 69,246,810 
pounds of Egyptian at about 23 cents a pound; 2,- 
691,810 pounds of Peruvian, and 2,830,410 of In- 
dian. Here are about 74,000,000 pounds of foreign 
cotton imported, all at high cost. If we can grow 
that in the Imperial Valley and gell it at 23 cents 
a pound, it will bring here $17,000,000 a year. But 
home production of the raw material would be fol- 
lowed by larger manufactures of the finer fabrics 
now for the most part imported from England and 
German 


Going back to 1888, it seems that we exported a 
total of 4,769,673 bales of cotton to all countries, 
about half the crop. The United Kingdom took 
nearly 3,000,000 bales. The rest was scattered in 
small amounts all over the world. The exports in 
1907 were 7,633,997 bales, of which about as much 
went to England as twenty years before, Germany 
falling close ind her rival with 2,785,663 bales. 
In 1906 France took 1,600,000 bales; Italy 567,916, 
four times more than in 1898. Our crop for 1907 
was large, 13,305,265 bales. 

We produce about 13,000,000 pounds of sea island 
cotton a year, and export about 12,000,000 pounds 
at 26 to 30 cents per pound.

They “Tubbed” Professor and 
Failed to Take Advantage of Op- 
portunity Given Them to Acknow!l- 
edge Guilt and Make Proper Apolo- 
gies—Loss to Athletics.
